» "(SARRE) knows from reliable opposition circles that SKG:LSLNG played a very 
active role in the so-called 5CHULZE-3CY32.' circle and without concern for his own 
person and safety supported this circle actively and was self-sacrificing in his 
aid to the survirors ." 

4. 10 Sept 46 ESSER letter 

"ZEISKE, vho later turned out to be a Gestapo agent, stated enough material was 
available on BJOELSILG to e xecute him " . (Statement made in 1942)

"There was close contact between SCHULTE - BCYSEN and SNG ELS IKG. ErJGELSING 
was informed on majiyofthe happenings in our organisation and kept silent throughout 
all the years, c onnived in our work and aided >^,ere he oould .
